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The consul wrote that Tascott 
h shipped on her before the mast, 
and although masquerading as a sailor and 
under an assumed name tne consul bad rec- 
ognized him from a description contained in 
a circular that was sent him nearly a year 
ago by the chief of police of Chicago. He 
would, he wrote Secretary Blaine. have taken 
immediate stops to arrest Tascott before the 
vessel sailed. but, kaowing that she was 
bound for au American port and that the 
fugitive could be easily taken when the ship 
arrived at San Francisco, he had concluded 
that it was better to let him go and notify 
te officials here than to incur long delays ia 
oes and serving extradition papers. 
Immediately after receiving this communi- 
cation the state department turned it over to 
the detective bureau of the treasury depart- 
ment, and it was sent to Jerry Crowley, who 
has charge of the government detective 
service in Chicago. Crowley, unmindful of 
the fact that a reward of $50,000 awaits the 
captors of Tascott, rushed over to police 
headquarters and whispered the startling in- 
formatior into the ear of Capt. Fitzpatrick. 
In an instant there was some lively move- 
ments about tne station. Chief Hubbard, as 
soon as the news reached his ears, jumped 
from his seat and bounded into the office of 
Mayor Cregier. There was a whispered con-

MINERS APPEAL TO THE GOVERNOR. 


The Spring Valley Memorial Adopted Last 
Monday—Other Labur Matters. 

Spring Vaurey, III., Sept. 10.—[Special.]— 
Ata massmeeting of Spring Valley miners, 
businessmen, and council yesterday in the 
operahouse they adopted a memorial to 
Gov. Fifer. The memorial cites the 
past history of the Spring Valley Coal com- 
pany, telis how the company induced 
people to come here and invest in property 
and homes with promises of steady work in 
the mines, and how they were subsequently 
thrown out of employment and their homes 
forfeited. 

The memorial then makes the following 

request of Gov. Fifer: “We suggest that 
you issue a prociamation calling the atten- 
tion pf the public to our needs and assist in 
the collection of supplies. There isdanger of 
the public forgetting us and our cause be- 
cause a few other mines are settling. Place 
the adjuant general of the state in charge of 
a suitable organization for the collec 
tion and distribution of the food 
and clothing needed here. Recognize 
the situation of the Spring Valley miners as 
anemergency demanding instant action on 
your partto relieve the people, and use for 
that purpose any special fund of money at 
your disposal. Come to Spring Valley 
and personally investigate the needs 
of the people here and super- 
vise the measures you 
for their relief. The devastation of the flood 
at Johnstown induced Gov. Beaver 
of Pennsylvania to give bis per- 
sonal attention to the relief of 
the sufferers there. The people at 
Johnstown were drowned. Here are living 
victims to starvation. Finally, we ask you 
to submit to the legislature, which should be 
convened in special session, an inquiry into 
the condition of the coal industry in this 
state. 
_Isupemrne, Mich., Sept. 10.— [Special.] — 
The Iron Beit iron mine of the Gogebic range 
discharged 200 men today, keeping 
only twenty to run pumps and 
ao work absolutely necessary. The mine 
is owned by the Standard Oil company mag- 
nates, and has shipped 40,000 tons this sea- 
eon. The oreis at Cleveland unsold, as the 
owners will not come down 10 cents a ton on 
the price to make a sale. 


FOUR NEGRO PREACHERS ARE WOUNDED. 


They Are Attacked Because They Were in 
a Firatcliass Coach. 

AtTianta, Ga., Sept. 10.— [Special.] — There 
was trouble at Baxley yesterday, and four 
negro preachers were more or less hurt in a 
fight between the whites and blacks. The 


Rev. J. H. Brown, president of the Colored 


Baptist association, and the Rev. G. M. 
Sprattling, pastor of the First Baptist 
church in Brunswick, claimed that a 
representative of the East Tennessee read 
oftered them firstciass accommodations from 
Savannah to Indianapolis. They started in 
company with the Kev. E. K. Lane, pastor of 
the First African church at Savannah and 
president of the Foreign Mission society of 
the Northern M. E. church, and the Rev. J. 
S. Wallace of Columbus, Ga. 

At Baxley, Brown says, a party of forty or 
fifty men boarded the train and began to 
beat them. Brown, Sprattling, Lane, and 
Wallace were struck. As soon as the Baxley 
people got through with them, Browa says, 
they got on the car for colored people. They 
left the train here and had their wounds 


dressed. 


Conductor Rice says the negroes were 
warned to vacate the firstclass cars.

Realizing. that as a young man she could 
make a good living for her children, she 
donned maie attire and, leaving home, took 
the name pf Joseph Cox. She worked on a 
farm for several months at Aurora, Mo., but 
her sex was finally discovered and she left. 
She has been employed by the Pierce City 
Packing company for six months under the 
name of Joseph Cox, and was considered a 
bright young man. Some visitors from Au- 
rora came here and exposed her. She was 
released shortly after the arrest and prom- 
ised to resume skirts.

The law provides that there 
can be but twice as many tickets as there 
are voters registered. These tickets are is- 
sued to the judges by the city clerk, and they 
are held accountable for them. 

The voter entered the little inclosure 
where the judges stood, and was given 3 
small red ballot by the judge about two by 
three inches, on which were printed the 
names of the candidates as above men- 
tioned, with the name of the political 
party after euch name. There was 


‘space between the names, and after each 


was alittle square ‘and vacant lines below 


the printed fames for any name that the 


voter might chose to write. With his ballot 
in hand the voter stepped to a 
row of curtained stalle passing 
inside was not visible. While there he 
marked an X“ in the squ opposite 
his choice, folded the ticket so that the in- 
itials of the judge, marked ia a square on the 
back of the ticket, were seen. hen coming 
out of the stall he presented his vote to an- 
other judge. who deposited it in a glass side 
baliot box. There was no way of telling 
how the man voted unless he chose to tell. 
The ballots were deposited about one a 
minute and as there must be one stall for 
every fifty voters it 1s thought the voting 
will be more rapid than formerly. Each 
candidate is required to pay the city clerk 85 
for ticket expenses. The stalls are made 
so that they can be folded together 
and easily put up and taken down. They 
are made of light pine boards, with a small 
shelf, on which lies an indelihle pencil.

CAPT. JONES’ THEORY OF THE COLLISION. 


He Thinks the Armour Was Crossing Over 
Just as the Marion Struck Her. 

For two days vesselmen around the lakes have 
been asking: How did the steamers P. D. Ar- 
mour and Marion come to collide on à clear 
evening in a part of the St. Clair river where 
there is an abundance of water.“ 

From the captains of the two boats not a wire 
has come. nor are they liable to say much with a 
big lawsuit looming up over the responsibility 
for the loss. 

looked at the two boats carefully when I 
passed them Sunday,“ said Capt. Jones of the 
steamship Hudson last night. They came to- 
—— where the river mäkes a semicircie, 

irectly opposite the Canadian  club- 
house. I should say—mind you, it - is 
only a guess—that the Armour, instead of hug- 
ging the starboard side, was being carried part 
way over to the other shore, when the Marion, 
coming up near the center of the river, struck 
ber before she go“ across. Of course I know 
nothing of what signals they had passed, but the 
position of the Armour and the direction she 
now points makes me think my surmise is cor- 
rect. 

David Vance of Milwaukee, who has a large 
risk on the Armour, estimates the loss at 30 per 
cent. Ald. Dunham puts it at $100,000. 

DETROIT, Mich, Sept. 10.—[ Special I— The 
owners of the sunken steamship Armour went 
to the wreck this morning. Capt. John Quinn, 
the diver, says it is impossible to manage the 
hose on account of the swift current ana the 
gress depth at which the vessel lies, and her con- 

ion was therefore regarded as extremely 
critical. Capt. Quinn also says that when the 
collision with the Marion occurred the captain 
of the Armourran her ashore to avoid sinking, but 
was soft mud, and the Armour 
Slipped off the bank and went down in sixty- 
eight feet of water. 

ORT HvuRON, Mich., Sept. 10.—The steamer 
Marion was examined here today by a diver. It 
was found that her injuries by the collision with 
the Armour are unimportant. Her stem is 
twisted and one or two hoodends started. This, 
with part of ber bulwarks being gone, is about 
all the damage that is apparent. 


Erie Canalboats Now Making Money. 

BUFFALO, N. V.. Sept. 10.—[Special.]—There 
is considerable criticism of the policy of the canal 
forwarders in advancing freights a full half cent 
at once, even though the figure can be obtained 
without difficulty. Many shippers are caught 
with a large amount of grain on their hands. 
The boats have not made much money yet, but 
with the rate where it is now and with prospects 
ofsomething better later there is, however, a 
good chance of profit, such as has not been real- 
ized in several years. 


Erie Canal Freights Advanced. 
PVesselmen asked 25% cents on corn to Buffalo

I- Wheat 
tonnage continues in good demand ut 3½ cents, 
and there were charters for about 200,000 bushels 
capacity at that today. The P. P. Pratt loads 
about 70,000 bushels at that rate tomorrow. A 
vigorous effort seems to have been made by ves- 
sciowners to run up the'rate to 3% cents, but 
shippers here will rot pay it. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 10.—The demand for ore 
is unabated and rates are firm. Some effort was 
made to place the Escanaba rate back to an 
even dollar, but without success, and several of 
the vessels placed for ore from that port were 
taken considerably in advance of their being 
ready to load.

THE DEEP CUT WILL DISPOSE OF THE 
Fos 


Those men who are preaching cutoffs and 
are claiming that the road to safety for Chi- 
cago lies along the Skokie slough, and no- 
where else, say that the ‘flood waters of the 
little Desplaines must be diverted for two 
reasons: To prevent their breaking into or 
backing into the Chicago river and forcing 
their way to the lake to tue injury of the 
water supply taken four miles out hereafter ; 
and to prevent a flooding of the valley, for 
which they assert this city or this sanitary 
district will be held responsible in heavy 
damages. € 

It is true that pretty much every spring, 
especially since the Ogden ditch was cut, 
some of the flood waters of the Desplaines 
have found their way into the Chicago river. 
They did so this summer, caused by an un- 
paralleled rainstorm and the damming 
back of the Desplaines at Lemont by the 
stonemen. But when a cut has been made 
through the limestone uplift to provide for 
the removal of the Chicago sewage the 
| waters of the Desplaines, hitherto held back 
behind a rocky barrier, will have open to 


there will never be a flood in that valley, ana 
lands which have been covered with water 
every spring since the first settlements were 
made there, or as far back as the days of La 
Salle, will be high and dry. 

Remember that the great gash in the rock 
to be made for the water from Lake Michi- 
gan must be not less than 160 feet wide 
at the bottom and have a flow of not less 
than eighteen feet of water out of the lake. 
Assuming that the bottom of that cut was 
but eighteen feet below the surface of the 
Despiaines valley, still it would practically 
solve the problem of the disposition of the 
flood waters, for the Desplaines, from its 
hi¢ghe® head, would rush through that cut 
much faster than it will from the lower head 
of the lake. With a velocity of only three 
miles an hour, that channel would carry off 
900,000 cubic feet a minute, which is a quan- 
tity seldom exceeded; with a velocity of four 
miles, 1,200,000, which is not exceeded once 
in thirty or forty years; if of five miles, 
1,500,000, and nobody has marked up tlie 
flood waters higher than that—not even 
Guthrie. 

But the relief given the Desplaines is 
greater by far than that from an eighteen 
foot cut. The surtace of the water in this 
deep cut must be eighteen feet below the low 
water line of Lake Michigan. But that low 
water line is eight or ten feet below the nat- 
ural surface of the lake in the neighborhood 
of Summit. The Desplaines between Sum- 
mit and Willow Springs is fully eight feet 
above the lake, as is a good part of the way 
through the rock cutting. Therefore the 
depth of the deep cut so far as the relief of 
the Desplaines is concerned will not be 


more. A fall ot four inches to the mile be- 
tween the lake and the Desplaines will add 


cutting, making it over thirty feet 
instead of the eighteen which is in- 
tended to accommodate the lake flow. 
No spring flood in the Desplaines in modern 
times would fill that thirty foot channel. 
How, then, could it overflow the valley, as it 
has heretofore always done? What danger 
can there be from those flood waters when 
an immense gash is cut to receive them, not 
ne feet deeper than the present bed of 

the stream, but over thirty feet, and of any 
width which may be deemed necessary! 
After the present low level of tne Desplaines

THE ELECTION IN THE NEW WARDS. 

Of the twenty new aldermen bulloted for 
in the new wards yesterday the Republicans 
elect ten. Democrats elect nine. In the 
Twenty-eighth ward there is a tie between 
Jonathan Ruxton, Republican, and Thomas 
Kelly, Democrat. 

In five of the new wards the Repubiicans 


elect their ¢andidates.by good round majori- 


ties. Those wards can be set down as safely 
Republican for the future. In three of the 
wards where the Dem ts elect the mar- 
in is small, and had theye been a full vote 
the majorities would have been wiped out 
altogether. The Democrats won in those 
three wards through the ‘lavish use of money 
contributed by the saloonkeepers’ associa- 
tion and Treasurer Roesing, There are only 
two safely Democratic wards, therefore, 
among;the ten new ones. 

‘The aldermen elected yesterday will only 
serve until next April. Their successors 
must be elected then.

The p leasureseekers are also returning to 
Chicago. The European capitals as well as. 
the Ametican mountain gnd seaside resorts 
have never before been so crowded with Chi- 
cagoans as this summer. The rush of tour- 
ists home from Europe is unprecedented. 
Three steamers in one day took 4,000 of 
them, an thousands more who had not taken 
the precautions to engage return passages in 
advance are waiting their chances impa- 
tently at an increased expense. They have 
made the graud tour, done the exposition, 
seen something or nothing, as the dase may 
be, spent thousands of dollars, and are prob- 
ably now wondering whether it paid. The 
absence of tourists and summer resorters, 
however, has hardly been noticeable in this 
great city of a million people. The world of 
society has felt it some, but the world of 
business and amusement has revolved just as 
actively as ever. The hotels have been just 
as full, the streets and the shops just as 
crowded, and the rush and whirl of city life 
have suffered no diminution. The crowd 
which has poured in from the outside to the 
great place of summer resort has more than 
offset the domestic exodus. In other cities 
the influence of the absentees is felt at once. 
Their activity flags, business begins to be de- 
pressed, and the streets grow quiet. In New 
Vork, for instance, it is a common saying in 
summer, “the city is deserted.” This is 
never heard here. Chicago is always full, 


always busy, always running at top speed. 


We are always glad to welcome back the 
pleasureseekers from the caravansaries, but 
they ard never missed. A drop or two does

‘Periodically and especially upon the eve of 
a ipolitical campaign the Democrats discover 
Republican conspiracies for negro coloniza- 
tion and raise a clamor that Republican 
leaders are running negroes into election 
districts with theintention of voting them 
and then runving them out again.

viduals here ani there, there is no rea- 
son ta belieys, and those clamoring 
Democrats know it. The conditions of 
climate and sil and the opportunities 
for agricultural labor in the new states do 
not present any inducements strong enough 
to attract the sguthern negroes. The cli- 
matic conditionsof Arizona and New Mexico 
and both the climatic and agricultural condi- 
tions of California, which runs farther south 
even than the gtif states, are well adapted 
to the negro, aid access to them by the 
great transcontitental lines has been easy 
for the last fifteen or twenty years, and yet 
hardly a handful of negroes has been in- 
duced to leave the south and go there, not- 
withstanding the injustice, brutality, and 
outrages inflictel upon them in the cotton 
states.

This 
is already shown by the gravitating of 
large bodies of negroes froin North Carolina 
into southern Alabama and Mississippi, and 
to such an extent that the whites of 
ese states are even now dreading the in- 
crease of the existing black numerical supe- 
rity.

INTELLIGENCE IN THE JURY BOX. 
The supreme court of Pennsylvania recent- 
ly had occasion to consider the question of 
excluding reading, thinking men from jury 
service because they had formed passing 
Opinions, based on accounts read in news- 
papers. The judges said: 


We must either recede and go back to the prac- 
tice of an age when ignorance of passing events 
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constituted a characteristic of the times and ex- 


clude every juror who has formed an opinion, 
even the slightest, or we must stand abreast 
with the present age, when every remarkabie 
event of today is known all over the country 
tomorrow, and exclude only those whose opin 
ions are so fixed as to be prejudgments or have 
been formed upon the known evidence in the 
case, It is needless to say the world moves and 
carries us with it, and if we lag behind we must 
commit the trial of the most 11 causes 
in lite to those so ignorant that their dark minds 
have never been smitten by the rays of intelli- 
gence. 


This states tne question pointedly and 
fully. It the “ideal juror” is a man without 
impressions, opinions, or information con- 
cerning matters of general public interest 
and notoriety he can be found only after a 
search through the most ignorant and illiter- 
ate classes in the community. A crime like 
the murder of Dr. Cronin at once arrests the 
attention of every intelligent man in the sec- 
tion of the country where it is perpetrated, 
and even men who are not regular newspaper 
subscribera and who read with difficulty 
and have to speil out big words buy papers 
on such occasions and give them a close pe- 
rusal. Ignorance in such cases is confined to 
the most stupid illiterates. If men are to be 
considered impartialin the degree that they 
are shown to be grossly ignorant the jury 
box must be filled, as the Pennsylvania su- 
preme court says, with creatures whose 
“dark minds have never been smitten by the 
rays of intelligence.” This resuit cannot be 
avoided unless a way is found to putin the 
jury box reading men who admit that they 
know something about a case and have 
formed an impression of more or less strength. 

Intelligent people who read newspapers 
look daily for tte latest and best authen- 
ticated accounts of current events, and are in 
the habit of modifying or correcting their 
opinions from time to time in the light of 
further or betterinformatuon. Such people 
may have an unfavorable opinion of the de- 
fendants in the Cronin case, but if the evi- 
deace adduced in court should tend to prove 
innocence or to raise a strong doubt as to 
guilt they would approve a verdict of acqult- 
tal and admit that their first impression was 
wrong. This, too, although they were not 
acting under oath and had no responsibility 
in the matter“ With still greater care and a 
higher sense of responsibility would an in- 
telligent, conscientious man act after he 
had taken the oath of a juryman to render 
a true verdict based exclusively on the 
law and the evideace adduced in court. 
Under such circumstances he would pay 
no further attention to any opinion he had 
formed before being sworn as a juror, and if 
the evidence warranted it he would not hesi- 
tate in returning a verdict in direct conflict 
with his original impression or opinion. He 
would say that the opinion he had formed 
largely on the basis of hearsay and rumor 
was not warranted by the sworn legal testi- 
mony. The more intelligent the man the 
greater the probabilhty that he would act 
with strict impartiality. He would be on the 
alert to guard against any possible prejudice 
in hisown mind, and the fact the he had once 
formed a passing opinion against the defend- 
ants, if it affected him at all, would be likely 


to make him lean a little the other way when. 


called upon to render a verdict. Such a man, 
rather than an ignoramus who has no infor- 
mation or opinion regarding a matter of geu- 
eral public interest, ought to be considered an 
ideal juror.“ 


The Police and the Cronin Case. 

It has been apparent fora considerable time 
that State’s Attorney Longenecker in his efforts 
to get at all the facts bearing on the Cronin 
murder bas not had the hearty codperation of 
the police authorities. Whatever doubt may 
have existed hitherto in ‘the public mind in ref- 


,erencve to this must have been cleared away by 


the statement of Officer Robinson of Lake View 
published in THE TRIBUNE of yesterday. It is 
pretty clearly demonstrated by his version of 
the events occurring around the Carlson cottage 
about the time of Dr. Cronin's disappearance 
that the course taken by Capt. Wing was better 
calculated to cover up all traces of those ro- 
sponsible for Cronin’s disappearance than to 
solve the murder mystery. When Robin- 
son told him of the mysterious going on 
around the cottage in the immediate 
vicinity of @’Sullivan’s icehouse or barn Wing 
made light of it. When the officer arrested the 
two tramps who talked mysteriously about con- 
cealing or burying a box and who could not ac- 
count for themselves they were let go. Capt. 
Wing would not listen to the suggestion of ex- 
amining the Carlson cottage made about the 
same time. 

Cronin was murdered May 4 The fact of his 
mysterious disappearance was made public May 
6. The bloody trunk was found the previous 
day. It was known that Dr. Cronin was driven 
in the direction of O’Sullivan’s barn, and that he 
carried an instrument case or box. The Lake 
View officers described the route of a wagon 
bearing a trunk similar to that found on the 
Evanston road from the vicinity of the Carlson 
cottage to the point where the trunk was found. 
The appearance of the tramps arrested 
by Robinson near the Carison cottage, their 
talk about a mysterious box, the strange man- 
ner of the third person who crawled from under 
the Carlson cottage and who was disposed to 
question the officer's authority ought, under all 
the circumstances, to have aroused Capt. Wing's 
suspicion, to say the least. But he appears to 
have been proof against suspicion, 
discovery of Cronin’s body, after Pat O’Sulli- 
Van's connection with the Clan-na-Gael was es- 
tablished notwithstanding cetermined lying on 
his (O’Sullivan’s) part, Wing still hesitated to 
arrest him. Wing's conduct all through has 
been at the least extraordinary. 

But scarcely less extraordinary has been the 
course pursued by the Chicago police authorities. 
They have had complete control of the Lake 
View police force since the latter part of 
July. They did not trouble themselves 
to examine the officer on beat around 
the Carlson cottage the night of the murder. 
THE TRIBUNE about six weeks ago published a 
statement to the effect that the officer in ques- 
tion must have some knowledge of the myste- 
rious proceedings around the cottage the night of 
the murder and soon thereafter. Other journals 
printed similar statements. No action was 
taken in reference to them. Chief Hubbard and 
Capt. Schuettler were too wise to act on newspa- 
per suggestions, though the oniy work of value 
done in the case outside of that which Officer 
Collins has done was the work of the newspa- 
pers. Robinson's statement was at last made 
voluntarily, and Hubbard and Schuettler both 
profess that they heard it the first time through 
the newspapers. 

This is extraordinary, too. All the facts set 
forth seem to establish the belief that the police 
force is not under intelligont direction, that it is 
wofully lacking in efficiency, and that the supe- 
rior officers of the department are wanting in 
zeal in the cause of public justice.

CARDINAL 


Scheme for a Settlement of the London 
| Strike—Borns on ‘ mericans. 

NDON, Sept. 10.— Cardinal Manning’s 
Proposal, which is being considered by the 
council of the strike committee, is a compro- 
mise to the effect that ehe terms which the 

companies have already conceded are 
to go into operation the ist of November, 
provided the men immediately resume work. 
The proposal made by Cardinal Manning, 
which is an independent effort on his part to 

a settlement, has not been referred to 
the dock directors, nor has it been approved 
by the council of conciliation, severai mem- 
Me Be - out of town., 

Burns, at a massmeeting of strikers 
today, asked the men whether they would 
accept the proposal for the increase in wages 
to ‘begin in November. The strikers unan- 
imousiy opposed the proposition. 

Tne directors of the dock companies reso- 
lutely adhere to the terms recently agreed to 
dy them, by which the wages of the men are 
to be advanced on the ist of January. 
Hitherto the directors have held meetings 
twice daily, Today only one short and 
formal sitting was held, and several direct- 
ors were absent. The leading director, Sir 

zenty Le Marchant, will resign owing 

. . the decision of the boara 
in favor of the lord mayor’s 
proposais. Mr. Burns. at tonight’s confer- 
ence with Curdinal Manning, affirmed that 
the temper of the strikers was such that it 
would be futile to urge the November com- 
promise. Referring to the lord mayor’s re- 
cent remark, “You are the strike,“ Mr. 
Burns denied that he could influence we 
vast body of men against their united will. 

The persistence of the strikers increases 
with the swelling of the ude of subscrip- 
tions. The Rome contributions are slightiy 
falling, but Australie continues to pour in 
funds.

augmented the force of police around the 
docks and provided an additional steam 
launch to patrol the river. The congestion 
of the river trade is becoming relieved by 
the wharfingers generally accepting (the 
men’ sterms. 

Addressing a second meeting of strikers 
Mr. Burns assailed American workmen for 
their failure to contribute money in aid of 
the strikers. 

‘With all their boasting and bluffing,” he 
said, “ they have given nothing. If ever the 
dockmen were in a position to congratulate 
themselves it is now, for no less than £7,000 
Was received yesterday alone. But ‘nary a 
red cent’ came from America. As for their 
sympathy I would say, ‘D—n your pity; give

The Wheat Crop. 


Wenona, III., Sept. 6.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]--There seems to be a great deal of differ- 
ence of opinion why wheat receipts have been so 
much lighter this year than usual, while most all 
authorities agree that an unusually large crop 
has been Harvested. Some said the light receipts 
were caused by wet weather earlier, but receipts 
did not materially increase when the weather to 
came settled and dry: others have now con- 
cludea that millers in wheat growing sections 
have bought up the wheat. This upon reflection 
does not look reasonable, as, if it is a fact that 
the crop isjof such great proportions as reported, 
millers would be the last ones to lpad u 
heavily, knowing that there were untold milf. 
ions in the farmers’ bins. There seems to be 
but one true explanation of the cause 
of light ‘receipts and stocks on hand, 
and that is that the crop has been largely over. 
estimated, especially in regard to winter wheat. 
The reason is plain, and must be attributed to 
the faulty system of making crop estimates. For 
instance, there are a great number of gounties 
in north central Illinois and lows that produce 
little wheat, but one will find ar océasional 
patch,“ and last winter being mild caused a 
large yield per acre. Now in making estimates 
the exvert (?) will say that perhaps a county 
producing 2,000,000 or 3,000,000 bushels has 90 per 
cent ol a crop, another county on the northern 
border of the winter wheat belt, owing to the 
last mild winter, is reported at 110, then an aver- 
age is struck between the two counties, which is 
100. Now the fact is, the entire crop of the 
county raising only a few’ small “patches” 
if bodily carried into the large wheat raising 
county wopld not raise the average per cent a 
single poi but the average is put down as 100. 
when it should be less, than 91. This county 
(Marshall) perhaps produced 300 acres fall 
wheat, not enough to feed its inbabitants ten 
days, but the yield per acre being large it is cred- 
ited with a high average, and to that extent in- 
creasing the average of some other large wheat 
raising county, where the crop only being fair, 
far beyonda point that is warranted by facts. 
Now, if the great wheat raising counties had a 
large yield and the counties raising “ patches” 
in place of fields of wheat bad a poor erop these 
experts - reduce the avera far below 
where it really was, as has been the case with 
oats this year, hence the greater receipts than 
estimates pt the alleged experts would warrant.
